It is stated 
today that arrangements have prac- 
tically been concluded for a game be- 
tween Wisconsin and the University 
of Chicago eleven on December 9, nnd 
this fact gave added interest to the 
game, as, should Wisconsin win to- 
day's game, the western champion- 
ship would be decided on that date. 


Probably two better drilled elevens 


never faced each other on a western 
gridiron than when the wearers of 
the maize nnd blue of Michigan and 
the cardinal of Wisconsin lined up at 
the sound of the referee's whistle this 
morning. Michigan's coaches claimed 
that the team was in even better 
shape physically than when it met 
Pennsylvania, and looked confidently 
for victory.

necessity, but the raising of funds 
was n serious obstacle, as the congre- 
gation was not a wealthy one. Henry 
Monning. father of the present city 
clerk, lent valued aid at this time. 
He traveled over the country solicit- 
ing subscriptions and in this way 
raised n large part of the S30.OOO 
necessary to build the new edifice.

The 
niggers' have been quiet for about a 
week, but we gave them a, warm re- 
ception on the night of October 15, 
Sunday night and early Monday 
morning. 
They attacked our lines at 


2 o'clock on the morning of the 16th 
and. poured in a deadly fire, but we 
laid low until they got up closer and 
then we gave it to them. They tried 
to flank us. but got fooled. We gave 
it to them pretty hot. We lost one 
man killed nnd sixteen wounded. 
That has been the last attack up to 
to this time. 


"Company C were out on outpost— 


that is. out one mile and a half from 
camp. We lay iu the trenches and it 
rained hard for two hours and the 
'niggers* opened up just as soon as 
it stopped raining. The officers said 
it was the severest attack they had 
made. 
They held out four hours. 


We did not do anything, but were 
on the defensive all the time. 
We 


laid low pud one could 
lien1* 
the 


Mauser ami Remington bullets sing-

heads. When company G were com- 
ing up the hill to reinforce us a shell 
bursted right in front of them nnd 
two men were hit. one in the back 
aud one in the head, but both ni'e 
coming out 0.

We are 
going farther into the interior and 
will drive those 'niggers* back.

trenches one morning they opened up 
on us about 5 o'clock, firing a couple 
of rounds, but we did not return the 
fire.

It was 
one of the quickest moves I evei 
ninde and wns only excelled by one T 
made two weeks ago. We went out 
in n field about 500 ynrds from the 
outpost tn prepare a target : 
could hnve n little rille practice. We 
worked there nbont two hours nnd ns 
wo arose the 'niggers' opened five on 
us. It wns the first time I wns ever 
under fire nnd when I heard those 
bullets whistle over my head and saw 
them strike right in front of me, you 
ought to h?ve seen me drop. 
We 


could get a glimpse of the 'niggers' 
every once in awhile. We fired four 
or five volleys at them and they fled. 
It wns the first time that I was under 
fire, but by this time I am better 
used to it. I do not feel right 
unless I cnn hear 'them' flying over 
my head and I am ns close to the 
ground ns I cnn get. 


-During- the first attack mentioned 


.11 this letter we lay out in n corn 
field as flat ns we could get nnd I 
even dug holes in the ground for the 
buttons on my shirt. We were get- 
ting wh?t we cnll 'cross-fire.' The 
bullets were coming from the right 
nnd left nnd from the front, striking 
nil around us. and we did not get to 
fire a shot. That is the morning 1 
thought of the old town and my 
friends at home. Another of our ex- 
periences was being awakened in the 
middle of the night by hearing a 
shell burst not fifty ynrds awny. 
They were trying to shell the town 
that night and we could hear the 
spent balls going through the shack 
where we were sleeping.

I ar- 
rived in Manila bay October 5 and 
came right out on the firing Hue.

did. The bullets came pretty close 
nnd you could hear them sing. 


"It is extremely hot nnd I have not 


seen a piece of ice since I have been 
on the island.

It looks as if we may 
be fighting by that time. At this 
writing we are under a flag of truce— 
hnve been for a week, nnd will be for 
a few days longer. Our last fight 
was a warm one. We were attacked 
from three sides, right niid left flank, 
nnd then, it general rush for the cen- 
ter.
